“During the last four and a half years, prices received 
by farmers have been declining, while costs have been 
steady at a high level. This condition, known as the 
“price-cost squeeze” has caused both hardship and mis 
understanding 


\gain, there is an error in comparing the present 
with “the best we ever had”, with the inference that the 
best we ever had was more or less normal. A more reason 
able standard would be to compare the present with other 
peace-time periods of full employment. If we take the last

I he report states that this we 
got off to a slow start under strictly 
government auspices ind was pretty 
well nullified by the foot and mouth 
outbreak. Santa Monica Ranch took 
up the work late in 1948 and has 
imported some ol the finest sires to be 
found anywhere. This has had a great 
elfect in popularizing this work with 
Mexican dairymen. In 1950, Santa 
Monica Ranch imported from Canada 
the bull, Far Land Historian Supreme 
at $10,000 and in 1951 purchased 
from Carnation Milk Farms the bu 
Carnation Tip Top, son of the cham 
pion Carnation Homestead Dai 
Madcap (1511 Ibs. 3X paying $30,000 
The government of Mexico also made 
extensive purchases in Canada which 
are used at the Palo Alto artificial 
insemination unit.
